I wat born and spent th* flr«t few 


yean of my life opposite an "asylum" 
for "crazy" people. This asylum Is 
•till there, at are alto the same stone 
walls; but the treatment-is as differ- 
ent a* day Is from night. 


In those days and In fact until re- 


cently when people "went out of 
their mind," were "crazy," they were 
in the majority of easei taken in by 
strong-armed relatives and friends 
and placed in padded cells or straight. 
jacket* until they learne'd .to behave 
themselves. 


Some of course were coaxed into 


the asylum by various methods only 
to find them«elves prisoners. 


Surrounding the 
building were 


large fields on which much of the 
food for the Institution was raised. 
Some of the "trusted" Inmates began 
helping the workers in the fields and 
it was found that a number of them 
"regained their Sanity." This was 
the beginning at this and other in- 
stitutions of "occupational therapy" 
—curing by occupying the patient's 
mind with constructive thoughts, 
showing him that he was tome use 
In th* world, and giving him less 
time to think "inward" about him- 
self.fhus painting, carpentry work, 
basket weaving, games and amuse- 
ment* have been added to the daily 
routine of life In these institutions 
now called state, provincial, or men- 
tal hospitals.

AMlesit Relit 


Honolulu.—An old stone fort, the 


only remaining evidence of Rus- 
sia's attempts to found a colony in 
Hawaii a century before the island* 
became an American territory, may 
be gradually destroyed by souvenir 
hunter*. 


Small stone* u*ed to fill crevice* 


between the hand-hewn lave rock* 
forming the wall* of the fort have 
been carried away by visitors for 
several years, but it was only re- 
cently that souvenir hunter* began 
chipping sections of the main wall. 


Unless official* are able to appeal 


to the historic sentiment of visitor* 
to refrain from *uch action* it i* 
feared the fort ta time may be only 
a memory. 


Construction of the fort on Kauai 


island, 100 mile* northwest of here, 
marked a turbulent international pe- 
riod in Hawaii'* hiitory. The Rus- 
sian American Fur Co., chartered 
by the Czar and having a monopoly 
on Alaskan fur, sought a colony in 
Hawaii to furnish supplies to it* 
trapper* in the far north. 


The Russian* first built a fort in 


Honolulu but withdrew following ob- 
jection* by the government. The 
structure on Kauai island was then 
built and manned. Because the is- 
land officials regarded this as the 
forerunner of possible annexation 
by Russia, the Russians were at- 
tacked and driven away. 
Actions 


of the Russian fur traders were re- 
pudiated by the Czar. 


The fort is fairly well preserved, 


despite it* century-old age. It con- 
sists of a thick enclosure of black 
lava stones, in-which at regular in- 
tervals are wide embrasure* for gun 
mounts.

Washington, D. C.;—After ponder- 


ing in its mahogany-lined sanctum 
the price of baby clothes, the United 
State* court of customs and patent 
appeals has settled for all time the 
question: What is an infant? 


With the aid of four dictionaries, 


none of which agreed, the court also 
decided what was in the mind of 
Herbert T. Hoover concerning in- 
fants when, in 1S32, he set the im- 
port duty on baby clothes at 75 per 
cent of their value. 


Associate Judge Oscar E. Bland, 


writing a fourteen-page decision for 
his fellow jurists, held that any 
child under six years old is an in- 
fant insofar as the cost of baby 
clothes is concerned. His decision 
said chat is what Hoover thought, 
too. \ 


Judge Finis J. Caret, dissenting; 


wrote a minority opinion in which 
ha said he was firmly convinced 
that when a baby becomes two 
yean old, it ceases to be an infant 
and is, in fact as well as in law, a 
ehfld. Sine he was overruled four 
to one. his ideas concerning babies.

Foxhounds Were Known la 


America aa Early a* 1MO 


It Is a known fact that America 


foxhounds have shown much vari*. 
tion in different localities, but fa 
recent yean there has been \ 
steady trend toward developing t 
more standard type, relates u 
authority in the Chicago Tribua*. 


The basic strains of our Americu 


hounds go back many centurin. 
According to some authorities, tht 
first mention that we have of hound 
importations to America appears in 
a diary belonging to a member ot 
De Solo's party. 


This same authority Is respond 


ble for the following interesting bit 
of information: In 1830 there ar- 
rived in America (east coast) i 
colonist who brought a big pack ot 
hounds with him. These dogs were 
the foundation ot several strains of 
American hounds. Then we must 
consider the important pan played 
by Thomas Walker of Virginia in 
contributing to the development «t 
the American foxhound. And George 
Washington helped in the develop- 
ment of this sporting breed. He 
Imported a number of hounds from 
Europe, and we read that their 
voices sounded "like the bells at 
Moscow!" We have heard some mu- 
sical hounds, but none thit fitted 
that description. Later importations 
were responsible for the foundation 
of the Henry-Birdsong and Triff 
and other strains. 


Loaisiaaa Parishes

tht problem of what to do about 
federal work relief overshadows 
ail others. It is likely to prove 
the most troublesome, too, for 
the depression yean rooted the 
philosophy of aid for the needy 
deep in our economic system. 


A study of the welter of rumors 


and statements dealing with the 
situation indicate President Roose- 
velt is trying to reconcile two 
campaign pledges which »t first 
fiance might seem to be irrecon- 
ciliable. 


Mr. Roosevelt said during the 


fall campaigning that the needy 
would be cared for. He clso said 
every effort would be made to bal- 
ance the budget. These questions 
arise from that situation. 


How much of his tremendous 


popular majority was rolled up be- 
cause of hu liberal relief policies? 
No one can say. Nor ca* anyone 
say with any degree of certainty 
what effect his pledges to-balance 
the budget had in the total. Mr 
Roosevelt, however, has not been 
blind to the improvement in busi- 
ness. 


Perhaps he is trying to 'j'inR re- 


lief rolli into proper alignment 
with absorption of workers csy pri- 
vate employers. That would be a 
good guess. • * • 


Hopkins Silent

ARRY HOPKINS who could 
comment with some authority 


on what is to be done, shied away 


from at least on* opportunity. He 
did not hold his customary press 
conference the Thursday after the 
President relumed from South 
America. No reason wm* given. Is 
he waiting for Mr. Roosevelt him- 
self to speak? 


Hopkins has not attempted to 
»y what will be done. Instead he 
has stressed the fact that WPA will 
not be completely demobilized. No 
one expected that it would. That 
leaves the details up to the White 
House. 
Any way you look at it. con- 


gress is on the spot. The lawmak- 
ers will barely have time to settle 
comfortably in their seats before 
relief will come up to harass them. 
A delicate choice is in prospect. 


Should they risk the ire of Mr. 


Roosevelt by opposing him. or 
should they bow to the many pres- 
sure groups which will squeeze 
them from the other side? Once 
before in a similar situation they 
bowed not to the will of the Presi- 
dent, but to what the home folk 
said. That was when reduction of 
the civilian conservation corps was 
suggested. In the end Mr. Roose- 
velt found compromise necessary. 


One must remember in weighing 


that congressional action that 
money spent on-CCC camps aided 
many communities to keep afloat 
during the 
bad years. Relief 


money, too, has flowed into every 
•"section, even more generously than 
funds for CCC.

lief. That was to last until the end

of the fitti! !•««. June SO, 1937, 
Two unexpected factors upset this 
estimate — the severe drought in 
the west and inability of private 
industry to absorb workers on the 
scale expected. 


Now, with five months to go. the 


fund is down virtually to the last 
dollar. That makes it necessary for 
Mr. Roosevelt to act promptly. He 
cannot mark time for anticipated 
business improvement. 


WPA workers sensed the im- 


pending crisis in their affairs some 
time ago. warned possibly by the 
December order to trim 425.000 
person* from the work relief rolls. 
One group appeared in Washing- 
ton and informed the Works Prog- 
ress administration that the "whole 
policy of WPA represents, in pur 
opinion, a betrayal of the promises 
made to the American people be- 
fore November 3rd." 


The workers are not alone in 


their protest. Siding with them are 
many mayors and civic organiza- 
tions. It is easier to start than to 
stop draining money from the fed- 
eral treasury. 
Already rfopkins is at odds with 


Mayor LaGuardia of New York 
City, who opposed the December 
reduction m the number of work- 
ers there. He has had to contend 
with1 "sit down" strikes, and the 
end is not yet in sight. 


In any event, one group will 


profit— the lobbyists. They should 
reap a nice harvest for their ef- 
forts, win or lose.

Furniture Gave Sheraton 


Alibi for His Failures 


No more colorful figure walkH 


the streets of London during the 
lute Eighteenth century than Thom- 
as Sheraton. He was a bitter, diail- 
usiontd man — often complaining 
that he had not hnd "the advantages 
of * collegiate education," there- 
fore providing hlinself with »n alibi 
(or his failures. H* wan early an 
Itinerant preacher and a vitriolic 
pamphleteer, scolding his contem- 
poraries for their vices or lack of 
virtues, states a writer in the Wash- 
ington Post. 


The designing and building of fur- 


niture Was the most fruitful activity 
a gentleman could undertake dur- 
ing the last quarter of the Eight- 
eenth century and Sheraton quickly 
turned his hand to it. H* nevtr 
maintained a shop but set himself 
up as a teacher of art and crafts- 
manship, writing the "Cabinet Mak- 
er's and Upholsterer's Drawing 
Hook." In his writing he cannot 
conceal his bitterness toward his 
successful contemporaries, particu- 
larly Robert Adam, the klng'a fa- 
vorite, and he reveals himself as a 
man who thoutfht his genius was 
being waited even among a bril- 
liant society. 


Thomas Sheraton featured 
ma- 


hogany in his writings and ex- 
tolled its beauty and durability in 
no uncertain terms. He provided 
many valuable hints on the use of 
this wood In cabinet making and 
advised on Its cutting, finishing and 
decorating. 


Sheraton was the last of the great 


Georgian masters and this work 
performed a sort of good will am- 
bassadorship between England and 
America after the bitter Revolution- 
ary 
war. George 
Washington's 


home, after he became President, 
was furnished almost exclusively 
in furniture designed after the Gber- 
aton school.
